MAY LOSE 
CH. 90 FUNDS 


Wilmington has an excellent 
chance of losing $33,600 in funds 
for road construction, Town Man- 
ager Dick Henneberger learned 
Tuesday in the County Court House 
in Cambridge, 

Henneberger was one of a dozen 
residents of Wilmington who at- 
tended a public hearing on the 
proposed construction of Burling~ 
ton Avenue, between Boutwell St, 
and the Burlington line, under the 
provisions of Chapter 90, General 
Laws, 

The County Commissioners, 
chatrmaned by John Dever, Jr. 
of Woburn, after finding out that 
the town had not assessed the pro- 
bable ‘land takings’ along Burl- 
ington Avenue, and had not appro- 
priated money to pay for damages 
for the land that will have to be 
taken, ended the hearing. They 
said that they would hold any ac- 
tion until the tnformation had been 
supplied, 

The Commissioners also voted, 
(both motions by Commissioner 
Connors) to require the Town of 
Wilmington Engineering Depart- 
ment and the County Engineering 


Department to ‘re-evaluate’ their 
engineering data, This was voted 
in the apparant belief that the data 
had not been co-related, but state- 
ments were made after the hear- 
ing that all the data has beencom- 
pared and agrees, in anengineer- 
ing sense, 

Henneberger was warned by the 
Commissioners that if Vilming- 
ton does not provide a Chapter 
90 Project, in compliance with 
the law, before Dec, 31, 1965, 
it will lose this year’ s Coun- 
ty sppropriation of $33, 600. 

One of the County Engineers 
said that ‘Wilmington is on the 
bottom of the list’ as far as the 
county is concerned, because of 
the many changes that have been 
made in proposed Chapter 90 con- 
struction during the past fewyears, 

AS outlined by the County Com- 
missioners to Henneberger, the 
town will have to have 49 pieces 
of land assessed, along Burling- 
ton Avenue, and appropriate money 
for damages, before Dec, 31st, 
under the provisions of a statute 
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Buzzell resigns

Honor Rolls are never asked for 
by elther colleges or employers, 
Hamilton said.
